Wheat—Rust. 


The Mediterranean wheat in Athens coun- 
ty, Ohio, escaped the rust this year. 
Italian wheat growd this season in Trum- 
bull county, from seed discovered ‘several 
years ago, by a member of Congress, among 
the straw in the box which came out from 
Rome enclosing Grenough’s statute of Wash- 
ington, remained entirely exempt from rust, 
while other kinds of wheat suffered badly 
from this disease. This wheat is described 
as follows by the Trumbull Whig: 
„Two years since Mr. Ewalt obtained a 
few heads, which yielded him, last summer 


three quarts of seed. This was again plant- 
ed, and this year he has the extraordina 
crop of two bushels and a half of wheat. This 
ratio would produce fifty bushels to the acre. 
„and each head con- 
tains from six to eight rows. It is very long 
bearded, while the straw is much larger and 
different from that of ordinary wheat. 

This grain is doubtless very similar to the
